Infinitive, becauſe it would be formed by addition only, with- 
out rejection, which is as much as to ſay, by one operation in- 
ſtead of two. If there is any merit in this performance, it is 
due to the arrangement, the want of which is the great ſtum- 
bling block to ſcholars.

information they were able. to give but through the mediation 


of an interpreter, equally ignorant of thoſe nice diſtinctions

To — 
three difficulties at once, - the character, the language, —and 
an unintelligible linguiſt, was diſcouraging. To obviate theſe

acquiſition, ſomething ſeemed to be wanting ; and I received 
very little aſſiſtance from works too diffuſe to be collected, too 
abſtruſe to be comprehended, and too brief to be ſatisfactory 11 
found myſelf obſtructed by long ſentences in books that promiſed 
inſtruction, in the firſt rudiments of a character and language to 
which I was an entire ſtranger. Whether I have ſupplied the 
deficiency or not, I leave to be decided by thoſe who underſtand 
the language better than ever I ſhall.

Many obſervations made in my former publication, | are
